Spain and her past glories, together 
with the history of her decline as a 
nation, was the topic taken by Profes­ 
sor Jerome Hall Raymond in his last 
lecture of the university extension ser­ 
ies delivered to a large audience in the 
high School .auditorium last 
Monday 
evening.

This lecture marked the last of a 
Series, dealing with ,the six lesser coun­ 
tries of Europe, given by this popular 
lecturer in- Covina during the last six 
weeks. During the past year Professor 
Raymond has discussed and analyzed 
the national and social problems of 
eighteen, European 
countries. 
Practi­ 
cally the same audience has 'been pres­ 
ent on each occasion,' and owing to'the 
fact that the lectures have had educa­ 
tion for their printe motive, instead of 
entertainment or amusement, there has 
been! an unvaryingly large attendance. 


Fascinating, but tragic, was the story 
of Spain, from the days of her golden 


age, 
in the fifteenth century, when the 
crown* of her glory was the discovery 
of ^America. ; The lecturer Carried his 
audience down through the dark days 
Of her. decline, because of religious fan­ 
aticism, ignorance of the masses, in­ 
tellectual 
indifference,, 
superstition, 
pride, blind worship 'of the past and 
general, poverty, and up through the 
evolution.toward freedom, to.the pres­ 
ent. 
Illustrated by sco'res of pictures 
and'photographs, Prof. Raymond made 
his lecture very real and clear to his 
large audience. The debasing influence 
of the inquisition; the ruinous result of 
the expulsion of the Jews and Moors, 
were .very plainly told.

CITRUS TEST 
ORDINANCE 


Tho California Fruit g r o w e r s ' Ex­ 
change failed in its efforts before tho 
board of supervisors to have an ordin­ 
ance passed prohibiting tho shipment 
of oranges to tho oast that had not 
passod tho oight-to-one test. This test 
was proscribed b ^ tho btiroau of ohomr 
istry of tho department of agriculture. 


It was the opinion of Deputy County 
Counsel "Boppy, who drafted the pro­ 
posed ordinance, that an emergency 
mensure, such as the exchaugo asked 
for, could not bo adopted by the super­ 
visors. 
Leading up to the voto of tho 
board, tlioro was a long discussion for 
•and against tho ordinance. Tho ship­ 
pers woro largely represented and they 
took thfl deepest interost in tho matter, 
Tho opponents of tho nionsure contend­ 
ed that for Los Angolcs county to pass 
such an ordinance, with similar ordin­ 
ances in offect in but four other coun­ 
ties, would bo disastrous to the citrus 
fruit interests of tho county, because 
tho 
other 
California 
shippers 
could 
flood 
tho 
market with unripe 
fruit. 
Stato-wido 
legislation 
should bo in 
forco, it was argued. 


Those who favored tho ordinanco, 
representing, it is claimed, 75 por cent 
of tho orange's produced in Los Angeles 
county, argued that its passage was 
designed to protect all of tho industry 
and that immature fruit hurts the mnr- 
kot. F. Q. Story, president of tho Cali­ 
fornia Fruit Growers' Exchange; Vice- 
President 
Drolier and Assemblyman 
Johnson spoke for the ordinance, For­ 
mer Judge Oster, J, II. Foley, W, H.

In general the secret of hitting ob­ 
jects thrown in the air is to aim the 
pistol underneath them and fire a s the 
object Is falling into the line of sight.

The crescent was not originally an 
emblem of the Turk, tt was flrsrused 
by the primitive Christians of Con­ 
stantinople and the eastern provinces 
of the! old Roman empire as an em­ 
blem of the growing Influence of Chris­ 
tianity. It was not.until about the 
year 1403, after the Turks had over­ 
run Asia Minor and parts of southern 
Europe and had captured Constanti­ 
nople, that the Turks adopted the cres­ 
cent as their national emblem. The 
Koran prohibits the use of images 
and symbols in the religious cere- 
monies of the strict-Turk or the Inter- 
Sal decorations of their temples and 
mosques, the rule being so strict as 
not to allow the martial or civic deco­ 
ration of tbelr greatest generals or 
pashaS, successful commanders or Oth­ 
er distinguished persons.
